J and rancorous ‘abuse by. English , writers on 
both sides of the Atlantic. To their dark 
" machinations were attrituted ‘the decline of 
_ the power of Spain i in her ‘colonies and all, the 
evils. of mis: “government which drove the Fili- 
pinos and Cubans’ into savage insurrection. 
Much of this vituperation was. merely ex- 
pedient and opportune; and we doubt, not that 
. in moments of calmer reflection, permitted by 
the ‘subsidence of the war fever and racial 
hatred, the weiters themselves would willingly 
recall the hard words hurled at a body of mis- 
sionaries who have for years been undoubted- 
"ly the most important factor in. the spread of 
modern civilizition in the Far Enst. .We know 
afno document better calculated to ensure a 


tardy repentance than the story of the Manila’ 


observatory ns told in the officinl report of the 
Philippine Weather Bureau: for rgo2, Part 11, 
just issued, by the United States Govern- 
ment. It d-als-with the rise and progress 
of the meteorological ‘service of the Philip- 
pine Islands; its establishment and deve- 
lopment under the Spanish Government; and 
its reorganization under the Government of the 
United states, from the year 1865 to the’ year 
1902,. The most significant thing of all, 
“however, ‘is that the narrator is no less than a 
Spanish Jesuit, Father Marcial Sala, S. J., the 
Official Secretary of the Philippine Weather 
Buréau. We ‘would seek in vain for an in- 
stance of enlightencd official tolerance and 
perspicacity such as this in the whole’ British 
Empire. en hs 
Meteorology as an applied science was 
established in Europe and America in the year 
‘1860; and it argues an up-to-dateness same 
critics may find difficult to, explain, that the 
Spanish fesuits, settled at Maniln, five years 
afterwards began a public meteorological 
service from their. private observatory .in the 
college'at Ateneo, For some. years previous to 


this the Fathers had dedicated themselves to | 


the study of predicting the existence and course 
-of cyclonic storms, s0, frequent in that part of 
the globe; and the terrible typhoon which in 
Septemher 1865 devastated the whole of Luzon,’ 
decided them to. disseminate -by regular 
methods the knowledce they acquired by 
‘ constant vigilance and observation, Father 
Frederico Faura was the first Director of the 
new service, and it was due to his enthusiasm, 
energy and resnurce that the project attained 
the development and importonce which soon 
gained for it. the status of a Government 
institution, The first installation in the Ateneo 
Observatory was extremely modest, consisting 
of a few of the most indisnensable instruments 
forthe observation of temperature, humidity, 
. atmospheric pressure and wind; yet, despite of 
limitations, thé Fathers published a monthly 
leaflet and an annual chart, illustrated 
with various. curves, giving the results 
obtained from the .observations of each 
mohth and a, resumé of the principal atmos. 
pheric perturbations occurring during the’ year. 
These unpretentious publications attracted the 
immediate attention of the commercial ‘and 


+. trading communities of Manila, whose support 


enabled the Director, three years ofer the 
start, to instal the universal meteorograph 
Invented by the famous Roman astronomer, | 
Father A. Secchi,. The usefulness of the 
observatory grew year bv year, and in 1870 
the Director began to publish a monthly 
bulletin, containing, besides scientific discus- 
sions, the results of daily observations of all 
the meteorological elements, taken ‘at three- 
hour intervals, together with the corresponding 
‘mean values, But it was not until 1879 that 
the devoted Inbours of Father Fanra, and his 
assistants attained the object they had in view 
from the very beginning, namely, the -pre- 
diction of the existence, progressive movement 
and trajectory of the typhoons which sweep 
the China Seas. On 7th July, 1879, the 
Director made his first public typhoon pre- 
-diction, which was sadly confirmed by the 
destruction that took place in Northern 
Luron.~ Another prediction was made on 
the 18th ‘November, ard -the commotion 
it produced among the population of Manila 
was tremendous, The Captain of the Port, 
D. Alejandro de Churruca, impressed by 
fulfilment of the July prophecy, sent word to 
all points of the Bay that not a ship should 
"eave her moorings during the time of danger; 
and .the Governor-General, Don Domingo 
Mortiones, placed himself in communication 
~with Father Faura and decided, in spite of the 


: opposition of the sceptical, who scouted the 


virtue of meteorology, to take all the precautions 
advised by the Observatory, He was wise in 
his generation. The storm broke with fury 
over the capital on the 2oth, but the prepared- 
” ness ofthe inhabitants saved them from serious 
loss, Those ports, however, which were un- 
connected with Manila by telegraph, and could 
not therefore be: warned in time, suffered in 
the usual way. Forty-two boats were wrecked 
in the south of the island and many lives lost. 

Anew era then began in the. history of the 
Manila Observatory. Father, Faura’s predic- 
tlons were eagerly awaited and received with the 
greatest respect by the maritime population, not 
{n the Philippines.only, but all through the Far 
East. The connection of Manila and Hong- 
kong by cable gave Sir John Pope Hennessy, 
‘the Governor of Hongkong, the opportunity of 
obtaining from Ateneo daily and methodical 
exchange of meteorological’ notes. With this 


© endin view he addressed an official communica- 


tion to Don Fernando Primo de Rivera, Gov- | 
ernor and Captain- General of the Philippines, 
> begging him “to . use. his. influence. with ‘the 
Fathers to establish: the:-service. Tho latter 
‘complied with alacrity and welcomed with great 


i « cordiality the project of Major Palmer, R, #., to 
establish an: coping ate Horigkong_ to 


‘developed’ and’ extended in every’ direction. 
‘The people of Manila supported him with sub- 
scriptions to enable him to instal the latest 
Apparatus, and at‘tength ‘a memorial,’ influen- 
tially signed, was sent to the Court of Madrid 
praying that the private observatory at Atenco 
be made the official “centre of a net-work -of 
secondary stations, This royal sanction ‘of 
Alfonso was given in April. 1884. The Jesuits 


were placed in charge of the new service on-|. 


salaries, which with the amount allowed for 
maintenance and- upkeep were charged partly 
to Imperial and partly to local funds, By. the. 
énd of 1887, Father Faura had completed his 
network of stations: The principal obser. 
vatory ‘was transferred from the College in 
the Walled City to a new building in the 


suburb known as Ermita, on slightly elevated |’ 


ground near the ‘sea. This building it 
still ocenpies, and no position ‘could be 
more favourable. The magnetical department 
was in’ full operation by the end of 1888 
and 'the astronomical department was, fully 
equipped in 1898. when a Inege, equatorial 
telescope wns installed, To simplify the work 
in’ the ‘secondary stations Father Faura in- 
vented an ingenious aneroid hirometer, which 
was found so useful that hardly a, ship's cap- 
tain in those seasis withoutone. This devated 
priest and. scientific labourer, 
acclaimed by the Ayuntamientn, the City 
Council, "Adopted Sen of Manila,” died in 
1897 after thirty-two years of unique service in 
the Far Fast, He lived to see,the fulfilment 
of his mission, his observatory at Manila being 
at the time of his death in close relationship 
and communication with all the observatories 
\n China and Japan, and having earned a’ 
great European reputation, His mantle de- 
scended on Father’ Algus, who had accom- 
panied him at the invitation of the United 
States ta the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition ‘of Chicago to represent the Spanish: 
Government, In 1897 Father Algue published 
a book on the thunderstorms of Manila, which 
Mr, Paul Rergholz, Director of the Observatory 
of, Rremen, asked permission to translate. 
Having'received the author's assent, the worthy. 


German gave the translation to the world as his |” 


own original work, despite the fact that he had 
never been in the East in his life. But this is 
fot the only prop to his spurious reputati-n that 
Dr. Bergholz has ‘filched from a Latin decnd- 
ence he ‘probably affects to ‘despise. . Father 
Algus, working on the basis of Father Faura’s 
anernid barometer, invented a bararyctono- 
meter, the construction of which he entrusted 
to the German house of G, Luff of Stuttgart _ 
Dr. Porgholz. got scent nf this and entered into 
a contract with the instrument mater to make. 
him an identically similar apparatus, which he 
has: given ta the world as his own inven. 
tion, Dr. Bergholz's hook on‘storm has been 
‘yanslated into English by Dr, Robert H. 
Scott, F,R.S, and his baracyclonometers are 
in vogue in the British and German navies. A 
More egregious case of sie vor non vodie it, 
tins never been our misfortune to stumble 
across in. the domain of science, 

There is another unfortunnte episode in this 
history which may not be passed over ‘in 
silence. Dr. Doberck, the Director of the Brit-, 
ish Observatory at Kawloon, first: quarrelled 
with the Jesuit astronomers cf Zi-ka-wel and 
Rot much the worst of it. When the Spanish. 
American war broke out, and the Americans 


invested Manila, he took advantage of his |' 


official position to send an unauthorised letter 
tothe United States Minister of Agriculture 


complaining ~of-the inaccurnte and alarmist |: 


typhoon warnings issued by the observatory at’ 
Manila, With a precipitancy not ensy to ex: 
plain, except on the supposition that the Unit- 


ped Statés Government mistoot this peevish 


complaint of n disappointed individual as the 
official protest from a. friendly Power, the Min- 
ister of War directed General Otis to order the 


suspension ofthe Manila warnings. This creat. |: 


ed public consternation at Honvkong, Macao, 
Shanghai and Tokio, The public demanded an 
explanation and Dr. Doberck’s discomfiture’ 
was complete, The-Pritish Government re- 
pudiated his action promptly, and the United 
States immediately requested Father Algue to 
resume the exchange of the. meteorological 
messnges, Outof this‘evil came much good. 


The incident drew the special attention of the |. 


Minister of Agriculture to the importance and 
‘utility of the Manila observatory and its 
meteorological service. The previous appro- 
bation of Admiral Dewey strengthened the 
determination of the Government to place the 
Jesuits! observatory on the same official status 
as.it.enjoyed under Spanish role, a consum- 
mation arrived at by legislative enactment in 
January rgot. In the interval the service has 
been thoroughly reorganised, new instruments 
have been installed and {ts general utility 
enormously increased, The Teport under 
review is profusaly Mustrated with plates and 
contains some excellent mars and charts, It 


is a magnificent testimony. of the work.done by |’ 


the Spanish Jesuits in the carse of science and 
humanity, and it has the interest of a charming 
romance, with the further satisfaction of a 
reliable chronicle.—Jndian Engtacering.

To-the few first-class Passengers, among whom 
were three foreigners, a married couple and 
another man, it looked as though the steamer 
was heing attacked, from within by river 
pirates, Gunshots and smashi: ¢ continued 
and the crew seemed: unable to capture the 
man. The passengers stood ‘at their cabin 
doors, and those who had them, with fre arins, 
ready forthe worst, + * 


The cabins on the upper deck began to burst 
into flames. Smoke was Alling the dining 
‘saloon, The pilot house was in the hands of — 
‘well, we did not know whom, The steamer 
began to stop and swing around in the river. 
It wuld soon be dark, The flames were 
beginning to burst out from the upper cabin 
windows. The wind was blowing a gale. 
Everybody but the captain seemed to be help- 
tess, and the captain, with rifle in hand, seemed 
to be unable to locate the man who was 
making all the trouble, Visions of the steamer 
on fire ina gale with dense darkness coming 
on and in the hands of pirates, began to loom 
up in our mind, In this condition waiting for: 


the worst to happen, word came . fromm the‘: 


officers that it was the chicfengineer gone 
mad, and that he was trying to wreck the 


-fsteamen 


In some: ways rane Tintle better than. 
being in’ the hands of pirates. It was only 
one man, but he knew the steamer and knew 
best how to carry out his purpose, 


This captain and officers had evidently done 
all in, their power to capture him without 
shdoting him. It was dangerous to be in an 
exposed position as his rifle shols were flying 
about everywhere, Hloivever, the captain had 
not lost control of the steamer. As soon as he 
saw the seriousness of the situation, he anchored 
the steamer, and with bis rifle stepped. out on 
the front low deck.and with wcouple of well 
aimed shols ‘dislodged the madman from the 
pilot house. A couple-of shots hit him inthe 
neck, He saw.that his case was Inst and in 
desperation he fled from the’ pilot house, threw 
down his knife and firearms, sprang’ over, the 
ship's rail and let himself over the'side of the 
steamer by a rope into the water before anybody 
¢ uld rescue him. He came to the surface a 
few times and then disappeared, Darkness 
came on. The'steam launch was lowered but 
it was impossible to find the body. 

The captain and officers of the steamer 
exercised the greatest putience., They hoped 
that the fit of madness wou!d work -itself off 
with the smashing of a,few windows and doors. 
ut when they saw that the-man: was: desperate- 
and that nothing short of shooting to kill and 
buming to destroy would salisty him, they’ 
acted with the greatest promptness and, the 
captain did the only thing left-for‘him to do, or 
forfeit his ship and possibly the lives of all on 
hoard, ' 

‘The chief pilot was the only one he re. 
ceived serious injuries. He was shot by a r.fle 
ball through the ‘leg between the knee and 
thigh. His injuries received inmediite atten- 
tion and he isdeing as well as can be expected.
